Americans joyous over Mandela’s release 


Churchgoers danced in Indiana and Seattle’s mayor proclaimed Nelson 
Mandela Day in his city Sunday as Americans rejoiced over South Africa’s 
release of the long-imprisoned black leader. 

“It was a great celebration. People danced in the aisles, and we did our best 
to have a kindred spirit with the people of South Africa,” said the Rev. W.R. 
Brown Jr. of the New Hope Baptist Church in Evansville, Ind. “We had a 
mixed congregation. Some of our white brothers came to celebrate with us.” 

A church service commemorating Mandela’s walk to freedom was held in 
San Francisco and a musical celebration attracted 400 people to a park across 
the San Francisco Bay in Oakland, Calif. Seattle Mayor Norm Rice’s procla- 
mation honored the freed African National Congress leader. 

“Today is a very special day for us as members of the Mandela family. A 
victory has been won by our people,” Thumbuzini Dlamini, husband of Man- 
dela daughter Zenani Mandela-Dlamini, said at a church service Sunday night 
in Boston celebrating Mandela’s release. 

“This is only the first step, a little step, and we should not forget this,” said 
another Mandela daughter, Makaziwe Mandela-Amuah. “The battle is not 
over. It’s only starting at a renewed, higher level.” She spoke in Amherst, 
Mass., where she is attending college. See related story on page 8. 


Romania warned to allow free elections 


BUCHAREST, Romania — Secretary of State James A. Baker III Sunday 
gave moral support to opposition parties and a gentle warning to the interim 
government, which has been accused of trying to consolidate power prior to 
elections. 

During a 4'/2-hour stopover in Bucharest, he succeeded in underlining 
America’s commitment to free and fair elections without unduly alienating 
government leaders who have been strongly criticized by the opposition. 

Less than two weeks ago, the United States criticized the National Salva- 
tion Front government, which took power after the December revolution that 
toppled Communist dictator Nicolae Ceausescu, for attempting to impede 
opposition parties contesting the May 20 general election. 

Baker said he told interim President Ion Iliescu and Roman that “the 
betterment of relations of the United States with Romania will depend on fully 
free, fair elections and the respect for human rights and the rights of minori- 
ties.” 


Strike won't affect lawmakers, Hillyard says 


LOGAN — State Sen. Lyle Hillyard says that regardless of whether teach- 
ers strike because of dissatisfaction with the Legislature’s recent pay hike 
offer, it is unlikely lawmakers will give them more money. 

Hillyard, R-Logan, co-chairman of the Legislature’s executive appropria- 
tions committee, also said that teachers hurt their public support last fall when 
they staged a one-day walkout to protest school funding woes. 

_ During a town meeting here, attended by a crowd of 60, Hillvard also 
indicated he does not feel there is strong teacher support for a strike. 

The Utah Education Association has scheduled a statewide strike vote for 
Friday. 

“T have had calls from teachers and others who support them, but I also get 
calls from those who say I am caving in to teachers and that we should fire all of 
them,” Hillyard said. 

Although he said he is committed to making teaching a better profession in 
Utah, legislators must weigh all of the state’s funding needs. 


LDS church to build temple in Florida 


The First Presidency of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
announced Friday that a new LDS temple will be built in the Orlando, Fla., 
area. 

According to the announcement from the First Presidency, “We have 
selected Orlando because it is a central location with good highways fiom all 
parts of the state.” The temple will serve approximately 80,000 members of 
the Church in Florida. 

It will be the 48th temple of the Church worldwide and the second in the 
Southeast area of the United States. The site of the Orlando Temple has not 
been announced, until plans are completed. 

Another temple is nearing completion in Toronto, Ontario, Canada, and 
plans have been announced for temples in San Diego, California; Bogota, 
Colombia; and Guayaquil, Ecuador. The Church is also flying supplies from 
Salt Lake City, Honolulu and New Zealand to assist in relief of victims of a 
typhoon which hit Western Samoa, America Samoa and the island of Niue. 


El Salvador fires on suspected rebels 


Sunday, killing at least six people and wounding 20, a witness said. 

Fighting broke out around 6:30 a.m. in the village of Corral de Piedra, 53 
miles northeast of the capital, said a female church worker who insisted on 
anonymity for fear of reprisals. “The planes and helicopters did their work for 
about two hours,” she said. “We were in chapel when we heard the shooting in 
the hills, and we heard about 1) bombs explode, shaking the chapel, and the 
dust then sifted in under the doors.” 

A resettlement camp for refugees in the decade-old civil war in Corral de 
Piedra, in Chaltenango province, appeared to be one of the targets, the 
witness said in a telephone interview. “When people finally dared to go out, we 
went into a house and we saw five children and one adult dead. The roof of the 
house was blown up by a bomb. At the same spot I saw about 20 wounded 
people,” the witness added.

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Mononucleosis: 


the kissing disease

Kissing can be dangerous to one’s 
health — or so say the rumors con- 
cerning the spread of the infectious 
disease mononucleosis. 

Medical experts have confirmed 
some truth to the rumors. As aresult, 
the illness, more commonly referred 
to as “mono,” has earned the nick- 
name of “The Kissing Disease.” 

A registered nurse with the “Ask- 
a-Nurse” service at Utah Valley Re- 
gional Medical Center said, “Mono’s 
mode of transportation is usually by 
an oral route, which is why: it is often 
associated with kissing.” 

It is possible to contract mono with- 
out having any physical contact witha 
carrier, but the contagious disease is 
primarily transmitted through saliva. 

Dr. L. E. Hoffman, medical direc- 
tor of the BYU Health Center, said 
doctors caution mono patients to 
avoid any intimate contact. Those 
with mono should not share drinking 
glasses, eating utensils or kisses. 

A question to be considered: Is 
kissing a potential carrier of mono 
worth the risk of getting the disease? 
Wendy Hendrickson, 18, a fresh-

man from Richfield, majoring in den- 


. tal hygiene, said she suffered through 


the symptoms of mono, including 
severe fatigue, fever, sore throat and 
headache, for four months. 

“I was absolutely miserable when I 
had mono. I would not wish it on any- 
one,” said Hendrickson, who followed 
her doctor’s advice and decided to ab- 
stain from any physical contact with 
her boyfriend while she was sick. 

“My friends made lots of kissing 
jokes and warned other people to stay 
away. I felt like I had leprosy,” Hen- 
drickson said. 

Jolie Long, 20, had a different reac- 
tion when she contracted mono a few 
months before she married BYU stu- 
dent James Long. 

“My husband never got mono, and 
we never really worried about him 
catching it,” Long said. 

Fifty-five of the 60 students sur- 
veyed by The Daily Universe agreed 
that the risk of getting mono from 
someone was not enough to stop them 
from kissing. 

Valerie Lindeman, 18, a freshman 
from Centerville, had a boyfriend last 
year who had mono. But she still 
kissed him.

Most recipients of St. Valentine’s 
Day offerings would not appreciate it 
ifthe red on their gift stood for blood. 

Ironically, the first St. Valentine, 
who lived around A.D. 300, did not 
appreciate it; he was in prison, sen- 
tenced to death. George “Bugs” 
Moran did not appreciate it either; 
seven of his friends were murdered in 
cold blood in Chicago on Feb. 14, 
1929, during the famous “St. Valen- 
tine’s Day Massacre.” 

Of the many rumors concerning the 
origins of Valentine’s Day, the basic 
legend centers around the life of a 
man named Valentine, who either re- 
fused to worship Greek gods, or 
healed a blind girl, or married a cou- 
ple against the will of the Roman em- 
peror Claudius. 

One of the possible eight Valen- 
tines did one of the preceding things 
and was cruelly incarcerated. 

Then, this Valentine sent a note 
either to the children who had played 
in his garden, or the little girl he had 
healed, or the couple he had married. 

Other tales say he wrote notes on 
the, leaves of lilaes,.signed them 
“From your Valentine” and Sent'them 
with ‘birds to the peoplehe toved'and 
missed. 

He was soon executed, immedi- 
ately became a saint among the peo- 
ple and the holiday commemorating 
his selfless acts of love was initiated. 

At first, the celebration was reli- 
gious, but, by the year 1400, most 
people had exchanged the spiritual 
aspect of the day for more relaxed and 
playful expressions of love. 

But, all does not end well that be- 
gins not so well. 

St. Valentine’s Day of 1929 was 
marred by a still-unsolved (though 
generally credited to Al Capone) mas- 
sacre in Chicago. 

Celebrating the 50th anniversary 
of the massacre, a Jan. 29, 1979, arti- 
cle in Newsweek discussed the sordid 
event. “The St. Valentine’s Day Mas- 
sacre remains the premier symbol of 
Chicago’s gang wars” during the 
early 1900s. 

It seems that on the day designated 
for love, a group of men masquerad- 
ing as policemen entered a garage, 
surprised five henchmen of George 
Moran (an archrival of Capone) and 
two civilians — including an optome- 
trist who had a bizarre interest in 
gangsters — lined them up against a

“It would depend on how heavy my 
class load was if I kissed a girl with 
mono.

Dr. Hoffman said that 18 students 
were diagnosed with mono in January 
and approximately 250 cases of the 
kissing disease are reported annually 
at BYU. 

Antibiotics are ineffective in treat- 
ing mono, which is caused by the Ep- 
stein-Barr virus. 

“The most valid treatment is bed rest 
because fatigue is a prominent part of 
the disease,” Hoffman said.

The March 2, 1929, edition of The 
Literary Digest said, “Though one of 
the seven victims lived for three 
hours after the shooting and was con- 
scious when found, he refused to 
make any statement or give any clue 
as to the identity of the slayers. 

Maybe he liked the first gift better 
than the one he might have received 
on Valentine’s Day the following 
year. 

According to Newsweek, the event 
has developed a cult following. One 
man bought pieces of the old garage 
and constructed a night club with a 
“Roaring ‘20s” theme. Then, when 
the establishment folded, he wanted 
to sell the remaining 300 original 
bricks for $1,000 a piece — with a 
copy of its history, of course. 

Some bars in Chicago will let people 
with the same names as those massa- 
cred have drinks on the house, but no 
one has turned up a Feinhardt 
Schwimmer, the optometrist. 

Movie’s like “Scarface” and “Some 
Like It Hot” are based on the inci- 
dent, and one of the machine guns 
used in the slaughter is on display in 
the FBI Museum in Washington D.C. 

There had been other gang slay- 
ings, but this one remains famous be-

cause of its cold-bloodedness and be- 
cause it happened on St. Valentine’s 
Day.

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Mandela freed after 27 years in prison

CAPE TOWN, South Africa — 
Nelson Mandela walked through a 
prison gate to freedom Sunday, set- 
ting off joyous celebrations and vio- 
lent clashes as blacks nationwide wel- 
comed their leader back from 27 years 
in jail. 

“Comrades and fellow South 
Africans, I greet you all in the name of 


peace, democracy and freedom for 
all,” Mandela told tens of thousands of 
cheering supporters who thronged 
outside City Hall, many getting their 
first look at the African National Con- 
gress leader. 

“T stand here before you not at as a 
prophet, but as a humble servant of 
you the people,” he said. 

Within an hour of the release, as 
Mandela’s motorcade arrived at City

Hall, violence broke out. First aid 
workers and journalists said one per- 
son was killed and more than 100 peo- 
ple injured when riot police fired shot- 
guns after groups of black youths 
smashed shop windows in the city 
center. 

Some youths retaliated by hurling 
bottles at the officers. Hundreds of 
terrified people waiting te hear Man- 
dela ran for cover as police fired blasts 
of shotgun pellets. 

Clashes between police and cele- 
brating blacks were reported in at 
least two other areas, while in Johan- 
nesburg thousands of young blacks 
received an escort from traffic police 
as they ran triumphantly through the 
city. Columns of cheering activists 
jogged through Durban and other cit- 
les, 

“We have waited too long for our 
freedom,” Mandela told the crowd. 
He said that until the proper climate 
was created for peaceful negotiations, 
the armed struggle was still a policy 
of the ANC. 

“The factors that (caused the need 
for armed struggle) ... exist today,” 
Mandela said. “We have no options 
but to continue. We express the hope 


| that a climate conducive to a negoti- 


ated settlement would be created.” 
“T am content that your pain and 
suffering was far greater than my 


own,” he said, adding that he would 
make further statements after con- 
sulting his ANC comrades. 

“There must be an end to white 
monopoly of political power and a 
fundamental restructuring of our po- 
litical and economic systems to ensure 
that the inequalities of apartheid are 
addressed,” he said. 

The ANC leader called President 
F.W. de Klerk a man “of integrity,” 
and called on the white community to 
“join us in the safety of a new South 
Africa. The freedom movement is a 
political home for you, too.” 

Mandela, jailed since 1962 for help- 
ing plan the African National Con- 
gress’ anti-government guerrilla 
campaign, was greeted by a thunder- 
ous cheer when he and his wife, Win- 
nie, walked hand in hand through the 
gateway of Victor Verster prison in 
Paarl, 35 miles from Cape Town. 

The Mandelas gave clenched-fist 
salutes to the hundreds of supporters 
who had waited for hours outside, 
many of them waving green, gold and 
black ANC flags. 

Mandela, dressed in a dark suit and 
tie, appeared solemn and dignified as 
he and his wife walked to a white 
BMW sedan and climbed in. He broke 
into a broad smile as the car set off 
slowly toward Cape Town in a police- 
escorted motorcade.

To appeal to the love-oriented audi- 
ence, Jackson said the station selects 
love songs from national lists, calls 
record stores to find out what is sell- 
ing, and takes requests to determine 
the day’s programs. 

“Most of the songs that come out 
are about love, if you think about it,” 
Jackson said. 

The station has’a total library of 
more than 1,500 songs, most of them 
dealing with falling in love, breaking 
up, or wanting to be in love, Jackson 
said. 

The featured artists include Phil 
Collins, Elton John, and Don Henley, 
he said. 

Jackson said his personal favorite 
song is “We Saved the Best for Last,” 
by Kenny G. and Smokey Robinson. 

Tara Young, a 22-year-old senior 
from San Marcos, Texas, majoring in 
nursing, said she listens to KLVV 
while studying or at night. 

“Sometimes you get into mellow 
moods,” and that is the best. time to 
listen to love songs, Young said. 

Lila Gardner, 46, of Salt Lake City, 
is an avid listener of KLVV. She said 
she began listening to the station last 
February when she was in the pro- 
cess of falling in love. 

“You could say I have a fondness 
for KLVV,” Gardner said. 

She first called the station at 3 a.m. 
last Feb. 15 to ask the dise jockey, 
Chuck Jackson, to play “We Saved 
the Best for Last.” She has been lis- 
tening to KLVV ever since, she said. 

“Instead of taking these hokey- 
dokey love songs that can be sad,” 
Gardner said, “it (KLVV) talks about 
love in its most positive sense.” 

Furthermore, Gardner said, this 
station was different because the dise 
jockeys do not interrupt the end of a 
perfectly good love song.

Cougars succumb 
to red-hot Utes, 89-73

The Western Athletic Conference- 
leading BYU Cougars stumbled 
against the Utes from The University 
of Utah Saturday night, losing 89-73 
in front of a crowd of 15,548 in the 
Huntsman Center in Salt Lake City. 

The loss dropped BYU to 9-2 in 
conference play and 19-4 for the year 
while Utah improved its WAC record 
to 6-5 and 14-9 overall. 

The Cougars started well offen- 
sively with Kevin Santiago hitting a 
3-point shot just 15 seconds into the 
game to open the scoring. BYU 
jumped out to a 9-0 lead before Utah’s 
Jon Hansen made one of two free 
throws almost five minutes into the 
game to get them on the scoreboard. 

The Utes finally climbed back into 
the game when both Keith Chapman 
and Josh Grant scored 3-point plays, 
getting baskets and fouls to make the 
score 13-9. re eri ees : 

Utah didn’t stop there, even after a 
@game-at 12:17 to 
play in the half to warn Chapman for 
throwing his elbows at Cougar de- 
fender Marty Haws. The Ute’s Craig 
Rydalch hit a three-pointer at 9:43 in 
the half to put Utah within two points 
at 20-18 and went ahead 24-23 a 
minute-and-a-half later on a pair of 
free throws by Jimmy Soto. 

Utah scored on every possession 
the last 10 minutes of the half, 
outscoring BYU 34-18, to give Utah 
an 11-point halftime lead, 49-38. 

Utah’s Tommy Conner hit a 3-point 
shot to open the second half to give 
the Utes a 14-point lead, 52-38. But 
BYU answered with a 12-2 scoring 
run to pull the Cougars to within four 
at 54-50 with 14:21 to play. 

BYU had several opportunities to 
get Utah’s lead to under five points, 
but could not capitalize on them be- 
cause of turnovers and a tough Utah 


s defense. 


When time remaining for the Cou- 
gars became critical, they had to re- 
sort to putting the Utes on the free- 
throw line and hope for some misses. 
Utah went 8-8 at the charity stripe 
and sealed a 16-point victory with a 
half-court-alley-oop slam dunk from 
Soto to Hansen to avenge its 16-point 
loss to the Cougars in Provo Jan. 25.
